Priority 


1 . Receipt is acl^nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 


2. New corrected drawings are required in this application because the submitted 
drawings were infonnal. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent 
patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no 
longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 


3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 5-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaczynski et al (JP403091614) in view of Kanazawa et al (6,255,930) and further in 
view of Baldi et al (5,077.257). 

Kaczynski et al discloses substantially the claimed features including an electrically 
beatable glow plug 1 , having a corrosion-resistance glow pipe 3, and coils 7 and 8 
embedded in an insulation powder 6. However, Kaczynski et al does not disclose that

coils are hardened by diffusion treatment and the diffusion treatment is nitriding. 
Kanazawa et a! shows coil 1 that is surface-hardened (Col. 4, lines 27-35), and Baldi et 
a! shows a diffusion treatment by nitriding with surface layer about 2.5 mills thick (Col. 
9, lines 45-52). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill In the art at the 
time the invention was made to use surface-hardened coils as taught by Kanazawa et al 
to extend a service life of the coils, and use a diffusion by nitriding as taught by Baldi et 
al to increase hardness of the coils.
